General  Information 

AGRICULTURAL  COLLEGES.  The  Proviii<i>l  Oovern- 
raent  hai  decided  to  catmbliih  Agricultural  Colleges  at 
Claresbolm,  Olda  and  Vermilion.  It  is  proposed  that 
ttiere  should  be  a  two  yccrs'  course  at  these  colleges,  and 
that  a  central  Agricultural  Colleg<i  shall  be  established 
later  on,  where  higher  instruction  vill  be  given  and  k  de- 
gree conferred. 

AREA.  Alberta  has  2S3,fi40  sq.  miles,  a-  compared  with 
Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  121,377;  France,  207,220; 
Germany,  208,8»0;  Austria-Hungary,  241,433;  New 
England  States,  U.S.A.,  16S,745.  The  proTince  con- 
tains 100,000,000  acres  of  cultivable  land,  of  which  less 
than  2,000,000  are  actually  under  crop. 
CLIMATE.  There  is  one  common  8oi.  requiring  a  high 
summer  temperature  from  U.S.  boundary  to  Lake  Atha- 
basca, i.e.,  the  Northern  Districts  are  in  the  same  ss  for 
grain  culture  as  the  country  near  Winnipeg,  Rv  .ina,  or 
Calgary.     The  chief  factors  of  the  Alberta  climate  are: 

Chinook  Winds.  Warm  winds  blowing  from  the  moun- 
tains, though  more  common  in  the  South,  occur  along  the 
whole  range  of  the  Rockies.  They  have  been  known  tc 
cause  a  rise  in  temperature  of  60  degrees  in  a  few  hours. 

laoTHBKMAi,  Links.  On  the  east  the  isothermal  lines 
turn  northward  from  the  west  coast  of  Hudson's  Bay. 
On  the  west  they  turn  north  from  the  Gulf  of  California, 
cross  the  Rockies  at  the  s.w.  comer  of  Alberta,  meeting 
the  eastward  currents  about  the  Hand  Hills. 

Altitudb.  South  of  the  U.S.  boundary  is  a  plateau 
500,000  sq.  miles  at  6.000  ft.  a)  ->ve  sea  level,  faUing  at 
the  boundary  to  4,000  ft.  and  7\.J  miles  farther  north  to 
1.000  ft. 

SUNSBINB.  In  the  north,  from  June  1st  to  August  l*i. 
there  are  but  2  hours  of  darkness.     The  sun  works  longer. 

RainVall.  The  greatest  rainfall  is  in  May,  June.  July 
and  part  of  August — the  growing  season.  The  latter  pan 
of  August  and  September  are  dry.

DOMINION  GRAZING  LEASES.  Oruin(  liMw  of  Do- 
minion Land*  unniiuble  for  agricultural  puipoae*  may 
be  Mcured  In  certain  districU  in  tiiai  portion  71  tli«  Prov- 
ince or  Alberta  lying  eoutb  of  the  nortbcm  .oundarr  of 
Townsbip  28.  Lcaiei  iball  not  exceed  21  jrcare.  Maxi- 
mum area  covered  by  a  leaM,  100.000  acrw.  Landi 
Icatcd  are  not  aubject  to  bomeatead  entrv  or  lale,  but  tbe 
Mioiiter  of  tbe  Interior  may  cancel  a  leawbold,  or  any 
portion  thereof,  by  giving  8  yeara'  notice.  The  rental 
chargeable  is  2c.  per  acre  per  annum.  Applicant  muit 
own  1  head  of  cattle  or  8  head  of  eheep  for  every  60  acrM 
applied  for.  At  the  end  of  3  yeari  leeiee  muat  have  1 
head  ol  cattle  or  S  ihecp  for  every  20  acre*  leaMd,  and 
muit  maintain  stock  in  this  proportion  during  the  con- 
tinuance of  bis  lease.  A  map  showing  the  ahecp-grat'ng 
districts  may  te  secured  on  application  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Department  of  the  Interior,  Ottawa.  Apply  to  the 
Secretary,  Department  of  the  Interior,  Ottawa. 

DOMINION  HOMESTRADS— HOW  TO  MAKE  SELEC- 
TION. Homesteads  in  the  Prairie  Provinces  are  being 
rapidly  taken  up.  It  is,  therefore,  Ptact'caJW  im«ia- 
sible  to  make  a  selection  by  correspondence.  First  visit 
in  person  the  office  of  J.  Bruce  Walker.  Commiasionw  of 
Immigration,  near  the  C.P.R.  station  at  Winnipeg.  H»e 
maps  can  be  consulted  and  definite  information  obtained 
of  Dominion  Lands  unaUottcd  to  date,  tbe  cbaracto-  of  the 
soil,  and  a  description  of  any  district.  Choose  a  locality 
and  make  alternative  selection*  of  homestead*,  then 
apply  to  the  Dominion  Land*  Agent  in  that  locality. 
DOMINION  HOMESTEAD  REGULATIONS.  The  land 
is  surveyed  into  townships  6  mile*  square,  divided  into 
36  sections  of  640  acres  each.  Sections  11  and  29  are 
reserved  for  school  purposes;  Sections  8  and  26  belong 
to  the  Hudson  Bay  Co.  Other  sections  are  avadable  for 
homeateadlng.  Any  person  who  is  sole  head  of  a  famUy, 
or  any  male  over  18  years  old,  who  is  a  British  Mbject, 
or  declare*  his  iiitention  to  become  a  British  subject,  or 
a  widow  with  minor  children  of  her  own  dependent  on 
her  for  support,  may,  on  payment  of  ten  dollar*,  obtain 
entry  for  a  quarter  section  (160  acres  more  or  less)  of 
Dominion  Lands  in  Alberta.  AppUcant  must  appear  in 
person  at  the  Dominion  Lands  Agency  or  sub-agency  for 
the  district.     Entry  by  proxy  may  be  made  at  any  agency 
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for  «  Utbcr,  mother,  coo,  daughter,  brother  or  ttotcr,  if 
eligible,  and  when  duly  authoriied  by  the  preecrlbcd  form. 
Outlet:  Brcrtlon  of  a  habitable  home,  6  montha'  residence 
and  cultivation  of  land  in  each  of  3  yeari.  A  homesteader 
may  live  within  B  miles  of  his  homestead  on  a  farm  of  at 
least  80  acres,  solely  owned  and  occupied  by  him  or  by 
his  father,  mother,  ion,  daughter,  brother  or  sister,  or 
upon  a  homestead  entered  for  and  occupied  bf  them 
within  the  prescribed  distance.  Before  applying  for 
patent,  homesteader  must  break  30  acres  and  crop  20, 
part  of  work  being  done  each  vear.  If  residing  in  vicinity, 
as  stated  above,  he  must  break  SO  acres  and  crop  30. 

Pal-BlimoN.  In  some  districts  of  Southern  Alberta,  a 
person  who  has  secured  a  homestead  may  pre-empt  an 
additional  one-quarter  section  adjoining  the  homestead 
or  separated  therefrom  by  only  a  road  allowance,  pro- 
vided ha  has  not  before  obtained  a  pre-emption  under 
Dominion  Lands  Act  Entry  fee,  SIO.  Duties:  (1) 
Residence  of  0  months  in  each  of  6  years  on  rather  home- 
stead or  pre-emption.  (2)  Erection  of  a  ha<  Able  house 
on  either  homestead  or  pre-emption.  (3)  C  tivation  of 
80  acres  of  either  homestead  or  pre-emptiua.  Price  13 
per  acre,  payable  H  at  end  of  3  years  from  date  of  entry, 
balance  in  o  equal  Instalments  with  interest  at  6%. 

DOMINION  SCHOOL  LANDS.  These  comprise  Sections 
11  and  2B  in  every  township  in  Alberta.  They  are  admin 
istered  by  the  Dominion  Govemmeqt  in  trust  for  the 
province,  and  can  only  be  disposed  of  by  sale  at  public 
auction  to  the  highest  bidder,  subject  to  a  certain  upset 
price.  The  sales  are  held  yearly,  provided  the  conditions 
are  favorable,  the  lands  being  first  inspected  and  valued 
to  determine  the  upset  price.  Terms:  One-tenth  cash 
and  balance  In  nine  equal  annual  instalments  with  inter- 
est at  fi%.  Scrip  or  warrants  are  not  accepted  in  payment. 
There  are  no  settlement  conditions.  Orasing  permits  for 
these  lands  are  also  granted  annually  at  the  rate  of  four 
cents  per  acre  in  Alberta.  Leases  for  coal  mining  are 
issued  for  a  term  of  21  years  at  a  rate  of  tl.OO  per  acre 
and  subject  to  a  Royalty  of  five  cents  per  ton.  The  rev- 
enue from  these  lands  is  invested  in  Dominion  Securities, 
and  the  interest  thereon  paid  to  the  province  yearly  to  be 
used  for  educational  purpoaes. 

DOMINION  SCRIP— HALF-BREED  SCRIP.  Scrip  has 
been  issued  to  the  half-breeds  of  the  Western  Provinces  in 
satisfaction  of  claims  arising  out  of  the  extinguishment  of 
the  Indian  title.     The  scrip  is  a  Goverament  certificate 
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entitlinK  the  grantee  to  personally  locate  240  acres  of  land 
in  Alberta  without  conditions  as  to  residence  or  improve- 
ments. Letters  patent  will  be  granted  by  the  Crown  for 
the  lands  selected  to  the  entrant  or  his  assignee.  _  Scrip 
has  ^so  been  issued  to  half-breeds  redeemable  at  its  face 
value  in  payment  for  Dominion  Lands.  If  land  scrip  is 
taken  the  purchaser  should  be  careful  to  see  that  the  land 
is  located  by  the  ori^nal  grantee.  The  quantity  obtain- 
able is  limited.  Scrip  is  held  for  sale  by  bankers  and 
brokers  in  the  Western  Provinces. 

DOMINION  SCRIP— VOLUNTEER  SCRIP.  Scrip  has 
been  issued  by  the  Dominion  Government  for  military  ser- 
vices redeemable  within  a  given  time  limit,  entitling  the 
grantee  to  locate  lands  in  Alberta,  and  to  obtain  a  patent 
therefor.  The  time  limit  has  expired  in  every  case,  in- 
cluding the  South  African  scrip,  which  expired  on  31st 
December,  1912.  An  exception  to  the  limit  rule  is  the 
scrip  issued  to  members  of  the  Red  River  expeditions  in 
1870-71-72-73.  Write  Secretary,  Department  of  Interior. 
Ottawa. 

EDUCATION.  A  school  district  may  be  formed  as  sooa 
as  there  are  8  children  in  a  section.  The  Government 
grants  to  the  public  schools  constitute  66%  of  their  main- 
tenance. 860  new  school  districts  were  established  between 
1906  and  1911.  In  1910,  66.307  pupils  were  enrolled. 
The  Provincial  Normal  School  is  at  Calgary.  The  Uni- 
versity of  Alberta  at  Strathcona  has  140  students  for 
degrees  in  arts  and  applied  science. 

FRANCHISE.  To-  vote  for  a  member  of  the  Dominion 
or  Provincial  Governments  it  is  necessary  to  be  native- 
bom  or  a  naturalized  British  subject,  with  12_  months' 
residence  in  Canada  and  3  months  in  the  province.  In 
municipal  elections,  men  and  women  of  any  nationality, 
being  property  holders,  may  vote,  even  on  such  matters 
as  taxation. 

INDIANS.  In  1911,  there  were  8,934  treaty  Indians, 
living  on  Reserves  scattered  throughout  the  province. 
The  total  value  of  their  real  and  personal  property  was 
estimated  at  S9.1 12.734.  They  owned  5,000  acres  of 
land;  produced  grain,  roots  and  hay  worth  $110,407, 
and  beef  worth  $77,221.  Every  man,  woman  and  child 
receives  annually  S5  from  the  Dominion  Govt.,  every 
chief  $25,  and  councillor  $16.  The  Blood  Reserve  in  S, 
Alberta  covers  540  sq.  miles.  The  Blackfoot  Reserve, 
50  miles  east  of  Calgary,  470  sq.  miles.     The  Peigan.  93  - 
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400  acns.  The  StMiy,  60,720  acres.  The  Surcee,  69.120 
acres.  The  Saddle  Lake,  82,660  acres,  and  there  are 
several  smaller  reserves. 

LABOUR.  00%  of  the  skilled  Ubour  in  AlberU  is  controlled 
by  trades  unions.  Several  of  these  are  international 
in  character,  with  local  branches,  and  many  British  unions 
are  represented.     See  under  Wages.

According  to  statistics  published 
by  the  Dominion  Govt.,  the  value  of  manufactured  pro- 
ducts in  Alberta  was,  in  1000,  $1,313,320;  in  1910, 
818,788,826.  The  value  of  manufactured  products  in 
Calgary  was  8509,444  in  1900;  87,751,011  in  1010;  increase. 
1,193.03%.  In  Edmonton,  $243,778  in  1900;  $4,493,304 
in  1010;  Increase  1,743.15%.

Id  consequence  of  the  increased  population  shown  by 
the  1911  census,  it  is  possible  that  5  additional  seats  may 
be  assigned.  In  the  Provincial  House  there  are  41  repre- 
sentatives. 
POPULATION.  According  to  the  Dominion  Census,  the 
total  population  of  Alberta  was  73,022  in  1901  and  374,- 
663  in  1911;  the  rural  population  was  52,399  in  1901  and 
232,726  in  1911;  the  urban  population,  20,023  in  1901 
and  141.937  in  1911. 

RAINFALL.     See  under  Temperature  and  Rainfall 

RECORD  RAILWAY  CONSTRUCTION.  In  1912  the 
C.N.R.  completed  ont-  mile  of  railway  per  day,  i.e.,  363 
miles  of  track  on  main  line  and  branches,  and  462  mile* 
of  grading.  868  miles  of  surveys  were  made.  These 
roads  will  be  built  as  soon  as  men  and  material  can  be 
obtained. 

RIVERS.  The  N.  Saskatchewan  River,  760  miles  long, 
rises  near  the  52nd  parallel,  flows  n.  and  e.,  receiving  the 
Brazeau,  Sturgeon,  Vermilion  and  other  smaller  rivers 
from  the  north,  and  the  Clearwater,  Battle  and  others- 
from  the  south  and  meets  the  S.  Saskatchewan  River  about 
the  centre  of  the  province.  The  S.  Saskatchewan  River, 
865  miles  long,  is  formed  by  the  Old  Man's,  Big  Bow, 
Little  Bow,  Belly,  St.  Mary's,  Waterton,  Red  Deer  and 
other  smaller  rivers  rising  in  the  RocUes  and  foothills 
of  the  south-west. 

The  Athabasca  River  flows  northerly  from  the  Rocky 
Mts.  to  Lake  Athabasca,  receiving  the  McLeod,  Pembina 
and  La  Biche  from  the  s.e.  and  the  Baptiste,  Little  Slave 
and  Pelican  from  the  n.w.  The  Peace  River,  which  ia 
over  1,000  miles  long,  and  enters  the  province  by  the  Peace 
River  Pass,  also  flows  into  Lake  Athabasca,  receiving  the 
Smoky,  Loon,  Red  River  and  other  tributaries.  From 
Lake  Athabasca  the  Slave  River  takes  these  waters  into 
the  Great  Slave  Lake  and  they  flow  thence  as  the  Mac- 
kenzie River  into  the  Arctic  Ocean.  This  chain  of  waters, 
known  as  the  Mackenzie  System,  is  2,800  miles  long  and 
is  navigable  for  1,000  miles. 

SPORT.  The  prong-hoined  antelope  Is  plentiful  on  the 
plains  north  of  the  Bow  and  South  Saskatchewan  Rivers, 
and  between  the  longitude  of  Gleichen  and  the  eastern 
boundary  of  the  province,  and  is  occasionally  found  out- 
side of  these  limits.  Black  Tail  and  White  "rail  Deer  are 
found  in  the  wooded  foothills  and  timbered  'ectioni 
throughout  the   province,    and  Red  Deer  in  some  of  the 
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wooded  valley*  of  the  plains.  Elk  are  found  in  the  tim- 
bered country  along  the  western  boundary  and  in  the 
north.  Moose  and  Cariboo  are  plentiful  in  the  northern 
part  of  the  province.  Mountain  Goat  and  Sheep  may  be 
found  in  the  higher  altitudes  of  the  mountains  on  the  west. 
Black,  Cinnamon  and  Grizzly  Bear  are  to  be  found  on  the 
mountains  on  the  west  and  throughout  the  north  of  the 
province.  Fur-bearing  animals,  such  as  Mink,  Martin, 
Fisher,  Otter,  Muskrat,  Beaver,  Lynx,  Timber-wolf, 
Coyote,  Badger  and  the  various  Foxes,  can  be  found  lo 
the  province.  Ruffed  Grouse  are  plentiful  in  all  the 
wooded  parts  of  the  province.  Hungarian  Partridge  have 
been  -stablished  in  the  vicinity  of  Calgary  by  the  local 
Fish  and  Game  Association,  and  are  doing  well,  also  a  few 
pairs  of  Pheasants.  Prairie  Chicken,  or  Pinnated  Grouse, 
can  be  found  all  over  the  prairie  section  of  the  province 
where  there  is  any  bush  or  small  woods  in  the  vicinity. 
Ptarmigan  ate  occasionally  seen  in  the  higher  altitudes  of 
the  mountains.  Snipe  and  Plover  are  common  in  all 
prairie  sections.  All  Canadian  varieties  of  Duck  and 
Geese  are  plentiful.  Swans  are  occasionally  seen.  Fish — 
Rainbow  Trout,  Cut-throat  Trouc.  Char  and  Grayling — are 
plentiful  in  the  clear  mountain  streams  and  lakes  in  the 
west;  Pike,  Pickerel  and  Golueyes  in  rivers  of  the  plains, 
and  Whitefish  in  the  lakes  of  the  north. 

TELEPHONES.  The  province  owns  and  operates  at  cost 
3,500  miles  of  long  distance  line  and  about  2,500  of  rural 
or  farmers'  lines.     One-fifth  of  the  subscribers  are  farmers. 

TEMPERATURE  AND  RAINFALL.  The  table  compiled 
for  Heaton's  Annual.  1913  Edition,  by  the  Metereologicsl 
Office  at  Toronto,  gives  the  mean  annual  temperature 
and  average  annual  rainfall  in  inches  at  different  points

TIMBER.  Except  in  the  s.e.  and  the  extreme  n  ,  timber 
is  plentiful,  though  small.  The  eastern  slopes  of  the 
Rockies  are  well  timbered,  and  the  streams  are  thickly 
fringed  with  spruce,  pine,  poplar  and  willow.  Central 
Alberta,   the  Park   Country,   is  partially  wooded,   aspen 
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btiDg  the  moat  common.  White  ipnicc  predominates 
between  the  Kockiee  and  the  prairie;  aspen  and  baliam 
n.  of  the  Sadcatchewao,  Athainuca  and  Peace  River*. 
In  the  north,  poplan  grow  1  ft.  in  diameter,  and  ttraifht 
lor  18  ft.  In  the  Mackenzie  baain,  white  and  black  spruce, 
tamarack  (larch),  jack  pine,  birch  and  white  poplar  arc 
found. 

TRANSPORTATION.  Three  Uanscontinental  lines  of 
C.P.R..  C.N.R.  and  G.T.P.  Uaverse  the  province  from 
Mst  to  west.  There  are  numerous  branch  lines  in  opera- 
tion and  others  in  construction.  The  appropriation  for 
the  Hudson  Bay  Ry.  has  been  voted  by  the  Federal 
Government. 

WAGES— AGRICULTURAL  LABORERS.  By  the  year, 
with  board,  SIS  to  130  per  month;  averasing,  say.  $25 
for  good  men;  for  8  months.  (25  to  140;  for  harvesting 
and  tlM^shing.  835  to  S50  per  month. 

WAGES— MINERS,  COAL.  On  contract  work  average 
coal  diggers  earn  from  S60  to  8180  per  month.  For  day 
labor,  8  hrs.,  wages  very  according  to  the  employment 
from  $3.60  to  $2.50  for  inside  men.  and  $3.50  to  $2.25  for 
outside  men.  Boys  from  $1.25  to  $1.50.  Write  Inspector 
of  Mines.

Agriculture 

ALFALFA.  The  cultivation  of  alfalfa  is  attracting  much 
interest  in  Alberta.  With  the  restriction  of  ranges  by 
the  inrush  of  wheat  growers  the  rancher  must  provide 
pasturage  for  his  herd,  and  alfalfa  restores  fertility  to  the 
farm  that  is  exhausted  b^  wheat  growing.  Many  ranchers 
in  Alberta  are  sowing  this  Top  on  an  extensive  scale,  as  it 
is  equally  good  for  all  live  itock,  including  poultry.  It 
is  particularly  adapted  for  cultivation  under  irrigation. 
At  the  Experimental  Farms  at  Lethbridge  and  Lacombe 
>»  average  of  3  tons  of  cured  hay  per  acre  has  been  ob- 
tained from  non-irrigated  lands  in  one  crop,  and  2  or  3 
crops  can  be  obtained  in  a  year.  From  these  stations 
alfalfa  seed  has  been  distributed.  Alfalfa  has  been  succcss- 
fullv  grown  at  points  in  Quebec,  Ontario,  Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan,  Alberta  and  British  Columbia.  The  plant 
does  best  on  a  light  sandy  loam  in  good  heart  over  a  deep, 
loose,  alluvial  subsoil.  There  appears  to  be  no  climatic 
reason  why  alfalfa  should  not  be  grown  generally  with 
great  success  in  Alberta.

Rosalind's  performance  under 
an  official  test  was:  Highest  milk  yield  in  1  day,  52 
lbs.;  highest  milk  yield  in  1  year,  15,700  lbs.;  milk  yield 
in  3  years,  37,847H  lbs.;  average  butter  fat  test,  6.16%; 
butter  production  in  1  year,  1,031  89  lbs.;  butter  produc- 
tion in  3  years,  2,504.39  lbs.;  actual  money  value  of  pro- 
ducts in  3  years,  Sl.007.50;  and  3  calves  for  which  S2,000 
was  refused.  On  16th  October.  1912,  the  Red  Deer  Bd. 
Trade  entertained  100  representative  men  of  the  province 
at  a  dinner  in  honor  of  this  cow.  See  illustration  on  page

DRY  FARMING  is  a  system  of  soil  tillage  whereby  the 
rain  is  stored  and  conserved  for  the  use  of  crops.  It  in- 
cludes: (a)  deep  ploughing  to  increase  the  absorptive 
capacity  of  the  sou,  (b)  frequent  cultivation  of  the  sur- 
face soil  during  the  summer  to  check  evaporation,  (c)  the 
selection  of  drouth-resisting  crops.  The  wide  application 
of  these  principles  makes  practicable  the  occupation  by 
farmers  of  areas  hitherto  thought  to  be  suitable  only  for 
ranching.  The  7th  International  Dry-Farming  Congress 
was  held  at  Lethbridge,  Alta..  in  October.  1912.  Total 
registered  delegates  2,594.

Tbe  ranching  country  is  cbiefly  in 
South  Alberta  and  South-west  Saskatchewan,  where  cat- 
tle and  horses  remain  out  all  winter  und  live  on  grass. 
In  1881.  the  cattle  trade  of  Canada  amounted  to  25  bead 
in_l»ll  Canada  exported  cattle  worth  S8,547,58(..  and 
1330,274  worth  of  sheep.  See  under  Cattle,  page  13: 
Horses,  page  17,  and  Sheep,  bdow. 

ROOTS  AND  VEGETABLES.  Tbe  rich  vegetable  loam, 
together  with  long  hours  of  bright  sunshine  and  the  cool 
nights,  make  ideal  conditions  for  large  growth  of  roots 
and  vegetables.  The  lafter,  in  great  variety,  can  be 
grown  by  everyone.  Roots  grow  to  perfection,  yielding 
I-  'laUy  1,000  busbels  per  acre.  Potatoes  weighing  liZ 
lbs.  are  not  unusual. 

SHEEP.  In  Central  Alberta  farmers'  flocks  are  proving 
very  profitable.  Pootrot  and  similar  diseasaa  occur  very 
rarely.  The  local  demand  is  partly  supplied  from  Aus- 
tralia and  Nov<^  Scotia.  Prices  are  good.  The  wool  is 
largely  sold  tu  Outario  manufacturers.  In  So^tthem 
Alberta  the  areas  formerly  set  apart  for  sheep  leases  are 
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being  invaded  by  the  homesteader,  and  large  ranchers  are 
turning  their  eyes  to  the  foothills.  The  natural  herbage 
of  the  prairie  and  river  banks  produces  mutton  of  fine 
flavor.  The  foundation  stock,  chiefly  Merino,  come  from 
Montana.  Down  and  Long-wool  sires  have  been  intro- 
duced to  increase  the  weight. 

SUGAR  BEETS.  The  Knight  Sugar  Co.  commenced 
operations  at  Raymond  in  1903.  They  own  200,000  acres, 
part  of  which  is  irrigated.  The  manager  reports  that  in 
1812  the  company  had  about  2,600  acres  in  beets.  The 
acreage  cultivated  by  farmers  was  about  800  acres.  The 
average  crop  is  10  tons  per  acre,  and  the  average  sugar 
contents  16  per  cent.  The  farmer's  net  profit  per  acre  is 
estimated  at  from  120  to  <40.  The  refuse  is  sold  as  cattle 
feed.  Write  to  Census  and  Sutistics  Office,  Ottawa,  for 
Bulletin  IX,  "The  Beet  Sugar  Industry." 

SWINE.  Pork  production  is  rapidly  becoming  an  import- 
ant industry  in  Alberta,  particularly  in  that  portion  lying 
north  of  the  main  line  of  the  C.P.R.  Here  the  grains 
and  grasses  necessary  in  swine  raising  grow  luxuriantly 
and  produce  pork  of  the  highest  quslity.  The  number 
of  hogs  marketed  in  1911  was  approximately  120,000 
head.  There  are  two  large  packing  plants  now  in  opera- 
tion. The  J.  Y.  Griffin  Co.  at  Edmonton,  and  P.  Burns  & 
Co.  at  Calvary.  Besides  her  home  market,  the  Peace 
River  District  and  British  Columbia  depend  largely  upon 
Alberta  for  their  pork  and  bacon  supplies. 

WHF-AT.  The  ideal  temperature  for  wheat  is  a  mean 
summer  temperature  of  60  degrees.  This  extends  as  far 
as  latitude  eS  degrees.  The  greatest  yield  is  nearest  the 
northern  limit  of  successful  growth.  Wheat  from  Fort 
Chippewegan  at  lat.  69  took  first  prize  in  Philadelphia  in 
1876.  Wheat  from  the  Peace  River  Valley  took  first 
prize  in  the  World's  Columbian  Exhibition  in  1893.  Four 
and  five  grains  are  found  to  the  cluster,  as  against  two 
grains  usual  in  the  U.S.  wheat  fields.  This  is  due  to  the 
winter  frosts,  summer  rains  and  the  soil,  of  which  the 
chief  ingredients  are  nitrogen,  potash  and  phosphoric  acid. 
At  the  International  Dry-Farming  Congress  for  1912-1913, 
held  at  Lethbridge,  Alta.,  in  October,  1912,  the  prize  for 
the  best  bushel  of  hard  wheat  in  the  world  was  awarded 
to  Henry  Holmes,  a  farmer  at  Raymond,  Alta.

Deer,  etc.  The  production  in  1911  was  144,878.000  brick, 
valued  at  Sl,316.946. 

COAL.  Alberta  is  sinf^ularly  rich  in  coals.  Over  a  great 
part  of  the  province  lignite  occurs.  In  the  southwestern 
portion  lignitic  coals  or  low  carbon  bituminous  are  mined ; 
in  the  Rockies,  bituminous  coals  in  great  quantity  are 
found  in  numerous  basins,  extending  from  the  Interna- 
tional Boundary  to  beyond  the  Vellowhead  Pass,  which 
is  as  far  as  exploration  for  coal  has  extended.  At  certain 
places,  as  at  Anthracite  and  Bankhead,  anthracite  coal 
IS  found.  Lignites  are  mined  at  MorinvUle  and  Edmon- 
ton, and  at  numerous  other  points  for  local  use.  Cost 
at  pit's  mouth  -iSc.  to  12.50  per  ton.  The  low  carbon 
bituminous  coals  are  mined  chiefly  at  Lethbridge,  Taber, 
Burmis,  Lundbreck.  Cost  at  pit's  mouth  S1.50  to  $3.00 
per  ton.  The  principal  collieries  of  the  bituminous  coals 
are  at  Coleman,  Prank,  Lille,  Byron  Creek,  Hillcrest, 
Bellevue,  Passburg  and  Canmore.  Price  at  pit's  mouth 
S1.50  to  $3.00  per  ton.  Coke  produced  at  Lille  and  Blair- 
more  is  used  by  B.  Columbia  smelters  and  marketed  in 
the  United  States.  Anthracite  is  mined  at  Bankhead. 
The  fines  are  briquetted  and  sold  for  domestic  fuel.  Over 
120  collieries  were  operated  in  1911,  and  about  3  million 
tons  of  coal  produced.  Important  areas  of  coal  have 
recently  been  found  in  the  foothills  south  of  the  Grand 
Trunk  Pacific  Ry.  on  the  head  waters  of  the  Embarras 
and  Pembina  Rivers.  Higher  grade  coals  have  been  fouorj 
in  areas  described  as  the  Brazeau  Range  area  on  tht; 
Saskatchewan,  the  Bi^  Horn  Basin  from  the  Saskatche- 
wan  to  the  Brazeau  Rivers,  and  the  southern  part  of  the 
Nikanassin  basin  drained  by  the  Macleod  and  north 
branch  of  the  Brazeau  rivers.

Gold  in  paying  quantities  has  been  found  on  the 
banks  and  bars  of  N.  and  S.  Saskatchewan,  and  in  the 
Pembina,  Smoky,  Macleod  and  Athabasca  rivers.  As

The 
country  is  divided  into  two  Dominion  Land  Districtt, 
namely.  Peace  River  and  Grand  Prairie,  and  land  offices 
have  been  opened  for  these  districts  at  Grouard  and  at 
the  town  of  Grand  Prairie.  The  country  around  Lesser 
Slave  Lake,  Pouce  Coup<  and  Dunvesan  is  rapidly  filling 
up  and  around  Bear  Lake  there  L<i  abea  iy  a  population 
of  about  2,000.  Grouard.  Sawridge.  Grand  Prairie, 
Beaveriodge,  Dunvegan,  Peace  River  Landing,  Port 
Vermilion,  Fort  St.  John,  B.C.,  are  also  places  of  growing 
importance.  According  to  various  reports  several  rail- 
way companies  intend  entering  the  dOstrict  in  the  near 
future.  The  Canadian  Northern  has  already  practically 
completed  its  line  from  Edmonton  to  Athabasca  Landing 
and  will  probably  extend  through  Grouard  to  Peace 
River  Crossing.  According  to  the  Company's  charter 
it  should  have  100  miles  of  the  line  from  Onaway  to  Grand 
Prairie  completed  in  1012.  The  Canadian  Pacific  is  said 
to  be  contemplating  building  a  line  from  Edmonton,  and 
the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  a  One  from  Edson.  The  Peace 
River  cuts  a  trough-like  valley  through  the  country  which 
at  Fort  Vermilion  is  from  500  to  1.000  feet  deep  and  from 
1  to  3  miles  wide.  Its  principal  tributaties  are  the  Red. 
Loon,  Smoky,  and  North  and  South  Pine  Rivers  and, 
with  the  exception  of  three  obstructions,  it  u  navigable 
for  steamboats  for  about  863  miles.  The  Hudson  Bay 
Company  have  steamers  on  the  Peace,  and  the  Peace 
River  Trading  and  Navigation  Company  intend  establish- 
ing a  service  during  the  summer  of  1012.  The  Northern 
Navigation  Company  and  the  Hudson  Bay  Company 
have  steamboats  plying  between  Athabasca  Landing 
and  the  west  end  of  Lesser  Slave  Lake.  At  Vermilion 
Falls  there  is  a  water  power  estimated  at  from  1 60.000 
to  200,000  horse- power,  and  at  the  Peace  River  Canyon 
there  is  a  splendid  water  power  as  yet  unestimated. 
Vast  areas  of  the  country  are  known  to  be  underlaid  with 
coal,  esftedally  at  the  Peace  Rive  -  Canyon.  White 
gypsum  is  found  along  the  Lower  Peace.  A  valuable 
timber  area  of  ai>out  300  sq,  miles  in  extent  lies  north  of 
St.  John  in  British  Columbia,  and  another  area  of  approxi- 
mately 300  sq.  miles  in  the  divide  between  the  Cutbank 
and  South  Pme  River,  south  of  the  Peace.
